Advantage 

The Communists hold two 
gréat advantages in Asia.

Secondly, there are many who 
persist in thinking of the Com- 
munists as members of a politi- 
cal party. Actually, the Com- 


munist party is an international | 


church, or religion. To be sure 
it ig a harshly secular church, 
but nonetheless, it is accepted 
with blind faith which, in these 
times of the enlightenment of 
man, is difficult to understand. 
This gives the movement a corps 
of agents in all countries under 
pressure. Whatever their nation- 
alities the loyalty is to the 
“movement.” The best compar- 
ison is with that of the early 
Moslems. 

Geographically based as they 
are, the Soviets can extend them- 
selves in any direction in Asia, 
patiently seeking out weak spots 
and applying force.

Balance, That’s What 
Threw the SEC in °49 


It is to be accepted before we proceed further that no 
amount of intense augury could have foretold the distress 
that was to fall upon the football industry in the South- 
eastern Conference last Fall. Indignities were heaved 
at our loving alumni as though they were common alley 
cats. No precinct was sacr Even the champion, Tu- 
lane, was shredded by Notre Dame. Georgia lost to North 
Carolina and Miami. Tech was taken by a middle class 
Duke team. Poor but — Mississippi Southern scared 
the daylights out of bama before losing by a touch- 
down. Horror was everywhere. 

Only Louisiana State and Tennessee, both dismissed to 
the rear echelon in the August forecast, managed to save face. 
LSU clipped the champions of the Southwest Conference 
(Rice), Southern (North Carolina) and ite own, Tulane. Ten- 
nessee sausaged North Carolina on the most devastating day 
Charlie Justice ever had. 

The particular 1949 forecast which I chose for our hindsight 
Inspection gaily approached the gallows with such alumni-pleasing 
plums as follows: 

“So that’s why they call it Deep South? Deep in foot- 
ball material, of co’se. . . . Moleskin manpower is more able, 
eager and evenly-balanced than ever before.” 

There it was in black and white. Perhaps it scunded so 
pleasant and so desirable that even the coaches were lulled into 
complacency. 

At any rate, this forecast lined up the SEC in this order: 
1. Georgia, 2. Tulane, 3. Vanderbilt, 4. Mississippi, 5. Ten- 
nessee, 6. Georgia Tech, 7. Kentucky, 8. Alabama, 9. LSU, 
10. Florida, 11. Mississippi State, and 12. Auburn. 

This is how they actually finished: 1. Tulane, 2. Kentucky, 
3. Tennessee, 4. Tech, 5. LSU, 6. Alabama, 7. Vandy, 8. Ole Miss, 
9. Auburn, 10. Florida, 11. Georgia and 12. Miss. State. 

For a closer inspection, this is what the

Unrugged, Ugh! forecast said about a few of the SEC 


members, and how it worked out: 

“Georgia: “On its own pure ruggedness, plus the unrug- 
gedness of its conference schedule. Georgia is the morning line 
favorite to repeat for the SEC championship. Not flashy, but 
‘tough and rough, that’s Georgia.” (That “unrugged” schedule 
developed into only one conference victory for the Bulldogs. 

That was over Louisiana State, and at Athens they were so 

grateful they scheduled the Maroons again. What happened to 

Georgia was Prosperi and UNC. The Bulldog season ended the 

day they lost that hair-raising battle to North Carolina. They 

played well enough to win and their courage never returned.) 

Tulane: “Tulane has it and needs it with a schedule that pops 
up Alabama and Georgia 1-2, then after a week’s breather, Notre 
Dame. If they reach mid-October unbeaten, then somehow 
miraculously submerge the Irish at South Bend, the momentum 
might roll the Green Wave to a perfect season and the national 
championship.” (That’s what opium will do for you. Tulane be- 
came the champion of the SEC, but not the champion of Louisiana. 
Those wild terms went to the Greenies’ heads, but not their feet.. 

“Vanderbilt: “Admittedly the material is the best in his- 
tory. Over-scheduling, however, may hold the won-lost rec- 
ord to a .700-ish percentage. ... (Something held the Commo- 
dores to something .500-ish. They never made a graceful 
switch from Red Sanders’ single-wing to Bill Edwards’ T- 
formation.) 

Tennessee: “On ‘The Hill’ at Knoxville, the word is that 
Tennessee's outlook is brighter than at any time since General 
R. R. Neyland’s return from the service. Then Coach Bob said 
it would be 1950 before he could produce ariother winner. Those 
in the know think the Vols may clang victoryward a year ahead 
of General's schedule.” (This is the sort of thing that makes a 
soothsayer proud of himself. The Vols worked out perfectly to

When a suit 
has drawn its last breath, it 
must be written off when a cal- 
culation is made of a player’s 
resources. In defending against 
today’s contract, West, in an ap- 
parent attempt to honor the 
dead club suit, lost an oppor- 
tunity to sustain that part of 
his forces which still drew the 
breath of life. 

The final contract of three 
no trump was sound enough. 
South, holding eight points and 
a balanced hand, had a perfect- 
ly natural response of one no 
trump.

The next 30 days are the critical ones. 
If good weather and lessening pest attacks 
come about in that time, the crop should 
reach possibly 10,500,000 or 11,000,000 bales. 
If the weather and pests conspire, the crop 
may be as little as 8,000,000 bales and we 
would be in trouble. 

. uncles of omen 7,000,000 ‘— 
’ perhaps less, is expected for August 1. We 
will need at least 11,000,000 bales to give 
us a carry-over of 3,000,000 bales for 1951, 
the extreme minimum of what is regarded 
as a safe surplus. 

In one year during the war we con- 
sumed more than 18,000,000 bales. If we 
should have a bad cotton crop in 1951 the 
small carry-over would be disastrous. A 
good minimum is what we have as of Au- 
gust 1, about 7,000,000.

The Resignation 
Of John D. Wade 


News that John Donald Wade has re- 
signed as editor of The Georgia Review 
means that distinguished teacher, scholar 
and charming philosopher has severed his 
last link with the University of Georgia 
and we think the University and State 
the poorer for it. 

The Georgia Review was his creation. 
He sought to do for the University what 
has been done at others—to provide a place 
whereby Georgia writers, especially those 
of the University, might find an outlet and 
whereby there might be created in Georgia 
a growth and development of her literary 
culture. From the beginning the way was 
hard. He gave it all he had, which was a 
very great deal of time and ability. . It 
was lack of support from the University 
proper which at last caused him to realize 
that the struggle was of no avail.

as the presiding officer and assistant presiding officer of the 
House, indications are that but a few changes will be made in 
committee chairmanships in the lower branch of the Legislature. 


, Hand’s colleague from Mitchell County, Rep. Frank Twitty 
was renominated without opposition. He is the present Floor 
Leader. Rep. Roy McCracken, chairman of the powerful State of 
Republic Committee, and Rep. Jack Ray, chairman of the impor- 
tant Appropriations Committee, were renominated without oppo- 
sition from Jefferson and Warren Counties, respectively. It is a 
good bet to guess that Hand and Smith will be renominated to 
their leadership posts. While Hand doesn’t believe in appointing 
committees before he wins his own office back, it is to be expected 
that he would want to retain his same team of key leaders. 

Rep. Frank Gross, of Toccoa, won't be back in the House next 
year. He ran an unsuccessful race for Lieutenant Governor. 
Thus, the biggest chairmanship vacancy looming for the coming 
session will be that of the important Ways and Means Committee, 
which Gross headed. 


Ex erienced Back in the trying days of two and 
P Leader three Governors in 1947, Rep. Her- 


schel Lovett, of Laurens County, chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee, guided a 3 per cent sales tax bill through the House. 
(The bill was killed in the Senate.) After losing a race for the 
State Senate in 1948, Lovett came back this year to defeat Rep. 
Linton Malone and win a seat in the House. He is a tax legisla- 
tion expert. Tax revision will be the No. 1 problem facing the 
next House. It wouldn’t be surprising to see Lovett returned to 
the spot he occupied in 1947, that of chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee. 

The organization of the Senate doesn’t have to await the elec- 
tion of a presiding officer—because Lt. Gov. Marvin Griffin 
already has been chosen by the people. He won't likely announce 
his committee selections for several weeks yet, however. 

Sen. Spence Grayson, of Savannah, who was elected President 
Pro Tem of the Senate by his fellow Senators, in 1948, is the only 
Senator to be returned for next year. Under the rotation system, 
only two Senators are eligible for re-election—the Atlanta Senator 
and the Savannah Senator. Sen. Roy LeCraw, of Atlanta, didn’t 
seek re-election. Grayson, an administration friend, looms as the 
President Pro Tem again. 


Rawls Mentioned Se” Crawford Pilcher, of Warrenton, 
who spearheaded the administration’s 


program in the upper branch of the Legislature this year, won't 
be back, of course. That leaves open the post of Floor Leade. 
While it is early to pick among the new Senators, the name of 
Sen.-Nominee Grady Rawls, of Albany, is being discussed for this 
position. 


The closest race for Legislature occurred this year in. Clay 
County. Joe Hurst, the incumbent, was defeated by a single vote 
by Britt Gary. Hurst asked for, and received, a recount. The 
original vote stood up—Gary won by one vote. :

An Inconsistency 


The Editors: Lately several articles have ap- 
peared in this column in which the authors 
have repeatedly tried to compare our system of 
representation in national government with that 
of state government. 

Apparently each author is trying tg prove that 
according to our state law, the most populated 
counties have more representation in the Gen- 
eral Assembly than the smaller populated coun- 
ties. Since Fulton County boasts of one State 
Senator while three of the smaller counties have 
to share one Senator, the story sounds very good 
in comparison with our Federal system which 
guarantees two Senators to each state. 


We cannot use the representation each state 
has in the Senate as a comparison for the two 
systems of government. In both state and na- 
tional government there has been a marked tend- 
ency for the two houses to become alike. Usual- 
ly the Senators will cast a vote according to the 
way the majority of the representatives of their 
state or county vote. The tendency has become 
a custom in the state because the counties com- 
prising a Senatorial district tend to “rotate” the 
Senator among themselves. 


_ On the other hand, there is quite a difference 
between representation in the House and rep- 
resentation in the State Legislature. If one 
wishes to compare the ratio of representation 
New York has with Rhode Island or Nevada, he 
will find that while New York has more popu- 
lation, representation is more equally appor- 
tioned, giving New York a predominant number 
of representatives. Such is not the case in our 
state system. Granted that our most populated 
counties have more representation, the ratio can 
never be more than three to one while a much 
greater ratio in population prevails. 

It is ironic to note that we Georgians will 
participate in a war to preserve the ideals of rep- 
resentative democracy while we do nothing about 
an antiquated system which undermines the ideals 
which we so cherish. M. C. WALKER.

Its 
purpose was merely to thwart the enemy’s sys- 
tem of sending spies into our midst and then re- 
fusing to accept them back. The opposition 
found themselves stuck with the proposition that 
the enemy could flood the country with. expert 
saboteurs, rioters and scientific spies and that we 
should let them stay at large because it would be 
unconstitutional to lock them up. But. whose 
constitution is it? 


There is no valid doubt of our right to put 
Communists and fellew-travelers in concentra- 
tion camps. The danger of treachery is clear 
and present, the hostile character of both groups 
is provable and there is precedent for this pre- 
caution in the Japanese deportation case in which 
the Supreme Court decided that for our own 
safety we had a right to lock up any person 
deemed to be a menace to security by any mili- 
tary commander. 


If this nation had the initiative it might 
be less dangerous to let traitors stay at large. 
But the enemy will strike the first blow. He 
will strike in the dark and so hard that our 
country will suffer severely. 


It is known, for example, that a Communist 
cell has existed close to one of our greatest 
bomber bases. These Communists are known 


‘ and they are- known to be Communists to the 
satisfaction of any practical patriot in a time of 


peril. By their own choice they are Communist 
traifors. They planned it that way. If we don't 
lock them up the day may come when they will 
leer at us as they mocked the wretched Poles 


‘and Czechoslovaks in the name of a people's 


government under the hammer and sickle. That 
day may come anyway. pe Ss

NEW YORK—One of the more vital bills 

waiting for Congressional action at this time is 

S. 3780, which bears the innocuous subtitle “To 

establish a commission on co-operative international relations.” 
It is the bill, introduced by Sen. Karl Mundt, to create a group 

of competent men chosen from both parties and from private life 
to sell America overseas now and ‘after the Marshall Plan stops 


two years hence. | 

The Goals It would reaffirm the objectives of the Voice of 
America and expand and advance them at the 

earliest practicable time. Here are its proposals, aimed at com- 

batting the shocking spread of Communism and alleviating the 

tremendous costs of fighting it: 

1. To devise more adequate methods to be employed in 
presenting to the people of other countries a true picture of 
the American people, our ideals, our way of life, and the pur- 
poses of ou? foreign policy. 

2. To appraise the adequacy and effectiveness of existing 
programs in this field, particularly with a view to utilizing new 
techniques and facilities, with emphasis on the possible utiliza- 
tion of television techniques. 

3. In the light of the termination in June, 1952, of so- 
called Marshall Plan aid, to outline a program for winning the 
cold war by a vigorous prosecution of its economic, advisory, 
political and educational phases. 

4. As an over-all guide in the attainment of the fore- 
going objectives, to utilize the principle of assisting, train- 
ing and equipping other peoples to help themselves as the 
best means of achieving the ideological and educational goals 
of our foreign policy within the limitations of our budgétary 
requirements. 

‘The commission would be called upon to report its recom- 
mendations to the President and the Congress on or before next 
February 1. 

When Senator Mundt first introduced the bill it was misrepre- 
sented here and there as a plan to give the Hottentots a television 
set to go with those bottles of milk Henry Wallace promised them. 

It is far from that. Before he moved, Senator Mundt con- 
sulted thoroughly with outstanding men in the field of communica- 
tions, diplomacy and foreign policy, notably New York's well- 
known lawyer-diplomat-author, Henry F. Holthusen. 


Enemies This country’s forces or its policies are opposed to- 

ay on many quiet and active fronts by millions who 
cannot read and, because of that illiteracy and the persevering in- 
filtrations of Communist agitators, have become enemies of 
this. land. 

Under a system of communication developed by New York 
electronics wizards, countries now imperiled by Communist ad- 
vances would be blanketed by the “Vision of America” and our 
story brought to their peoples in graphic style at costs that mean 
little in this day of breath-taking appropriations. 

Community television screens, relay stations and a central 
transmitter, for instance, could reach virtually every person in 
Legally, this could 
be done simply by expanding the language of the “Voice of Amer- 
ica” bill to include the word “television.” 

But if no such step is taken by Congress Senator Mundt believes 
that, given any encouragement, a number of non-Communist gov- 
ernments which fear the inroads of Communism would finance the 
building of “Vision” networks. He proposes that the U. S. buy 
“time” and supply the propaganda, educational and entertainment 
film to be shown. 

Private corporations might also pick up the bill for this spread 
of American idealism, the Senator suggests. In Mundt’s mind, the 
important thing is to get the ball rolling with the creation of the 
commission, which would cost little or nothing and, through its 
services, wage not only peace but create countless millions of new 
adherents to democratic principles and customers for the American 
goods they'll see on their screens.

The Boat 


To Fernandina 


S. S. DUNGENESS, En Route to Fernandina, 
Fee (24 Fla.—This boat runs from Cumberland Island 
to Fernandina and to St. Marys and is the only means of com- 
munication for the Island. It is about 40 feet long and capable of 
carrying about 30 passengers and a small deckload of cargo. It 
has a crew of two. There is always someone on the docks to take 
the lines and this cuts down the need for another deckhand. The 
Dungeness is capable of making 15 knots per hour. (A knot is 
6,080 feet.) ‘ 

The trip to St. Marys or Fernandina from the Island is about 
eight miles and from Fernandina to St. Marys is about 11 miles. 
It is a pleasant little voyage, combining inland waterways cruising 
with ocean cruising (you don’t actually go in the ocean but you're 
in sight of it and could be there in an hoypr or less). The town 
of St. Marys, as you observe it, looks like it is set upon a_ hill 
and dotted with white cottages and pine thickets.

Secretary Johnson’s Pearl Harbor 


WASHINGTON—According to current report, Secretary of Defense Louis A. Johnson, of all people, 
is now getting ready to step forward as the great advocate of a powerful American defense effort. It 
is long past time for this quick change, since any reader of the newspapers can now see the direct 
results of Secretary Johnson's previous appearances in the role of the great economizer. 


Perhaps the most poignant comment on John- 
son’s defense “economies” was contained in a 
recent report from the Korean front. A shattered 
American unit, just withdrawn from the battle- 
line, was resting on a rocky hillside. Their ex- 
hausted officer spoke for them all, in two brief, 
bitter sentences, 

“You don’t fight two tank-equipped divisions 
with .30 caliber carbines. I never saw such a 
useless damn war in all my life.” 


The young soldier had good reason to 
be bitter as the story of the American 
armored force will show, There has never 
been the slightest secret about Soviet 
armored strength. 


Russian World War II tanks were consistent- 
ly better than ours. The huge Russian armored 
force of over 20,000 tanks was retained on com- 
bat status when peace came. 


When James V. Forrestal launched his 
American re-armament program, a vigorous at- 
tack on the tank problem was conspicuously in- 
cluded. Even after President Truman sharply 
cut back the Forrestal program, in November, 
1948, appropriations and authorizations were 
still provided to give this country a respectable 
armored force. When Johnson took office, the 
order had already, been given for the first step. 
During 1949, hundreds of our medium tanks 
were to be equipped with’ heavier armor ‘and 
more powerful guns, so that they would at least 
be fit to meet Russian tanks of equal weight. 

Almost at once, however, Johnson announced 
his “crash” savings program, to cut $1,000,000,000 
from the $14,000,000,000 defense outlays approv- 
ed by President Truman and voted by Con- 
gress. Tank modernization was one of the first 
items to be “crashed,” being transformed into 
a Johnsonian “economy” as early as March, 
1949. That is why we now have no tanks—literal- 
ly, none at all—that can defeat the Russian 
armor in the field. 

What is more, this tank story, which should 
help many puzzled people to understand the 
course of the Korea fighting, is fairly repre- 
sentative of the way Johnson has fulfilled his 
promise to “increase the over-all combat capabil- 
ities of the armed forces.” 

In the case of the ground forces, for instance, 
the 1949 planned strength was twelve divisions, 
six for occupation duty and six for a strategic 
reserve. In 1949 the Marine Corps, so important 
in situations like that in Korea, was organized 
on the basis of eleven combat-ready battalions. 


Under the Johnson crash program, however, 
two ground force divisions, the 8th, which was 
being organized, and the 6th, Which was in 
being and stationed in Korea, were immediately 
sacrificed. Several other Army divisions lost 
their essential guts, by being deprived of in- 
fantry battalions, or of their artillery or armored 
components, or in other ways. And the number 
of Marine battalions was reduced from eleven 
to six. Under pressure, Johnson restored two of

these battalions, loudly hailing this backdown 
as one of his “increases in combat capability.” 

In the case of the Navy, Johnson’s “over-all 
increase in combat capability” consisted in cut- 
ting the fleet at sea from eight heavy carriers 
to six; from eighteen cruisers to thirteen; from 
155 destroyers to 140; and so on. 


When the carrier cut was made, the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff advised Johnson that this 
would make it impossible to hold the Med- 
iterranean in case of war. But ‘now that the 
danger in the Balkans is the chief threat 
of a third world war, we have had to send 
two carriers to the Mediterranean, leaving 
horribly inadequate strength in both Atlantic 
and Pacific. 


In research and development, in the planning 
and organization of the Atlantic Pact defense, 
in the Air Forces, the picture has everywhere 
been the same. Screening all that he did with 
gross and persistent untruth, the Secretary of 
Defense crippled this nation’s strength. The re- 
sults were the Korea attack, and what is hap- 
pening in Korea today, and the immense world 
crisis which now confronts us, The question is 
whether a Defense Secretary who has practised 
such a fraud, and who has needed such costly 
education to grasp the need for a serious defense 
effort, is the right man to lead that effort in a 
tirae of danger at least as great as the danger 
which confronted us on Dec. 7, 1941. 


About How Big 
Is This Place, Korea? 


WASHINGTON—To visualize divided Korea, 
consider comparisons with several States of the 
United States, suggests the National Geographic 
Society. 

Minnesota, Idaho, Utah or Kansas—any of 
these—matches Korea in size. Indiana corre- 
sponds in area to United States-sponsored Ko- 
rea—the three-sevenths of the embattled coun- 
try that lies south of the Thirty-eighth Paral- 
lel. New York State is about the same size as 
Communist-controlled North Korea. 

Florida, with two-thirds of the area of Korea, 
bears resemblance, since both are southward- 
pointing peninsulas of roughly similar outlines 
on the map. The Delmarva Peninsula (the 
Chesapeake Bay’s “eastern shore”) shares Ko- 
rea’s latitude, both being cut south of center 
by the Thirty-eighth Parallel. 

West Virginia belongs in the act, since Ko- 
rea is similarly covered throughout with moun- 
tains. Korea’s mountains reach somewhat higher 
and are generally less forested than those of 
West Virginia. South Korea, only one-half larger 
than West Virginia, has 10 times the population 
of that State, and this population is competing 
for a bare subsistence on the overcrowded land 
of its valleys.

For three years the Atlanta b, MT

In 1949 a fold- 
ing wheelchair was. presented 
in the memory of Miss Mildred 
McKay who was treasurer of 
the group at the time of her 
death, 

This local philanthropy ties in 
with the philanthropic work of 
the national organization. In 
1921 the Sorority undertook 
philanthropic work at the Crip- 
pled Children’s Hospital in Rich- 
mond, Va. Today Kappa Delta 
supports six beds there, has fur- 
nished the dental clinic, physio- 
therapy room and the diet kitch- 
en. Hospital carts and sewing 
machines have also been given. 

During these 29 years the 
Sorority has given more than 
$80,000 to the hospital. Each 
Christmas it is showered with 
toys from every college chap- 
ter and alumnae association.

Almost anyone with enough time and money to make 
weekly trips to a beauty parlor can have lovely, lustrous 
hair. And almost anyone who has nothing to do all day 
long but beautify and pamper herself can probably accom- 


plish the same results. 

But to keep your hair as well- 
cared for and as well-groomed 
as the beauties who pose for the 
ads is another matter entirely, 
if hair-care must be combined 
with caring for three young- 
sters, house cleaning, cooking 
meals, ad infinitum.

Aid Beacon Leads Travelers 


From Confusion to Satety 


By YOLANDE GWIN 
This is a story of strangers within our gates and what 


happens when they are lost, 


unhappy, ill, confused, 


stranded, old and from a foreign country. 
It's the story of the Travelers’ Aid, the only social 
agency set up to give individual help to people away from 


home who are in trouble. 

The average traveler in trou- 
ble, if he is aware of Travelers’ 
Aid, at all, visualizes it in the 
person of a kind old lady, placed 
in a booth at railroad or bus st» 
tionby a church group to help 
people on and off trains; to tell 
people where the drinking 
fountain is; where to find a clean 
but inexpensive room; where 
the dressing room is located and 
where Junior’s milk can be 
heated when his feeding time 
arrives. 

That conception is far from 
being correct. The booths are 
staffed by local women and 


girls trained for their jobs. Of- 
ficials here say that they prefer 
to employ people who are grad- 
uates of a school of Social Work, 
and with Masters’ Degrees. 
That blue and white lamp on 
the booths stands as a beacon 
of safety, protection, reassurance 
and security to the thousands 
of troubled people who came to 
the city during the year. The 
light has been the familiar sym- 
bol of Travelers’ Aid’s expert 


service for more than twenty- 


five years. 


The local group, now head- 
ed by Mrs. Joe Asher, was 
organized in 1900 and through- 
out the years its services re- 
quested are as varied as the 
personalities and circumstances 
of those who ask. 


Meeting the needs of these 
strangers within our gates 
means nationwide co-ordination, 
for as one official pointed out: 
“We don’t limit our assistance 
to the city limits. We have be- 
come cross-country nurses, and 
detectives.” 

Mrs. F. F. Athearn is Exec- 
utive Secretary of the society 
here and her files are filled with 
hundreds of case histories which 
run the gamut of emotional, 
dramati¢, unusual and instruc- 
tive experiences, In her office 
the other day, she talked in that 
quiet gentle voice which in- 
spires immediate confidence, of 
the many cases which her staff 
has “solved.” 

In the first place oftentimes 
the problem is not caused by 
the travel; the travel is caused 
by the problem. Sometimes a 
trip, perhaps a foolish one, is 
being made to escape an intol- 
erable situation. 

“To cite a few typical cases,” 
Mrs. Ahearn said, “there was 
little Johnny, who ran away

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from home. Pretty far, too. He 
took a train as far as his money 
held out and then he didn’t 
know what to do. We found him 
in the station, fed him, called 
his worried parents and put 
him on a train back home. Last 
year we had more than 400 run- 
aways. Then there is another 
type of runaway, like children 
from school who use it as a ges- 
ture of rebellion. One 12-year- 
old boy ran away from a chil- 
dren’s home, where he had been 
tagged a “bad boy” due to pre- 
vious runaway attempts. The 
director refused to have him 
back. Through considerable cor- 
respondence we located his fa- 
ther and found that his present 
wife would give the boy a home. 
Arrangements were made and 
the boy was sent to his father.” 


Mrs. Ahearn also told of the 
36-year-old woman, described 
by the worker as frail, with 
vague -expressionless eyes, who 
spoke in a toneless high-pitched 
voice. Mentally ill, the woman 
had come to the city to bury 
her mother and was anxious to 
return to Philadelphia. It turned 
out that she had been a patient 
at a state institution, and her 
sister in Mobile, when contact- 
ed, agreed to take her. 


Newcomers to the city—from 
foreign countries, who find cus- 
toms, language and currency a 
mystery, are soon put at ease by 
a T. A. worker. Aged people, 
victims of the trickery of mem- 
ory, wander in and out stations 
and travel, oftentimes at their 
own risk. T. A. workers corral 
them and many times prevent 
tragedy. Handicapped travel- 
ers look to these angels of mercy 
for safety and understanding of 
their disabilities. Inexperienced 
travelers find that T. A. workers 
not only lend a helping hand 
but a sympathetic ear for their 
problems. 

In all, T. A. workers carry no 
mark of infallibility, but they 
offer skill plus an abiding inter- 
est in the well being of those 
who come to them. And thou- 
sands come every year.

Hot Liquids Cool You 
Only on Hot, Dry Days 


(This ia the seventh in a series on summer slimming.) 


When the weather is in the not-so-gay 90’s, it’s the bet- 
ter part of wisdom to encourage nature’s cooling system. 


When the temperature is high, 
heat is lost through perspira- 
tion and evaporation, provided 
are favorable for 
That is the 
reason back of taking hot soup 
or a hot beverage to cool off on 
a hot dry day. When the hu- 
midity is high, however, that 
system doesn’t work, and a hot 
beverage only adds to the dis- 
comfort and leaves you steam- 
ing. On such days, cold drinks 
are more cooling for they re- 
quire body heat to warm them 
in the stomach and therefore 
help carry off heat. 

Because of increased perspi- 
ration, it is a good plan to know 
what is lost from the body 
To begin 
with, much moisture is thrown 
off so it is important to drink 
plenty of liquids in summer— 


cool] water, milk and fruit juices. 


However, too many soft, sweet 
drinks add fuel, and alcoholic 
beverages also add fuel despite 
the cool illusion of cracked ice. 
Since salt is also lost, it should 
be replaced in meals. For this 
reason it is unwise to cut salt 
drastically in hot weather re- 
ducing diets. There is evidence 
that calcium and iron may be 
lost through inreased perspira- 


| tion, which is another important 


reason for including adequate 
amounts of milk, eggs, cheese 
and lean meat in summer menus. 

Fuel needs are less in warm 
weather, so nature assists by 
lessening appetite. For cooling 
purposes as well as in the in- 


| terest of slimming down, it is 


well to co-operate and eat more

Cooling baths are wonderfully 
refreshing. The dry perspira- 
tion accumulates on the skin 
and clogs the pores during hot 
weather. And remember, a nice 
cool shower is actually more 
cooling than an icy cold one, 
for very cold water stimulates 
the body to get up steam. 

There is even a technique to 
use in running a tub bath that 
prevents getting up steam. Let 
the cold water run until the 
water is almost at the level de- 
sired ... then run the hot water 
in until the tub is tepid. This 
keeps the room from getting 
steamy and unbearable. 

And don’t hurry ip hot 
weather, particularly when the 
humidity is high. It is interest- 
ing to note in a science article 
that July is the month when 
tempers are most apt to flare 
., » and of course that’s fright- 
fully heating too.

if you own stocks... 


You have probably been concerned about them since 
the Korean war touched off a decline in the market 
four weeks ago. 

You’ve had reason to worry. After all, you've got 
money at stake — your savings. 

For our part, we wish we could tell you that the 
market was bound to go up . . . tomorrow, next week, 
next month. But we can’t honestly do that. We don’t 
know. Nobody does. 

So don’t put us down as either bullish or bearish 
about the market outlook. 

But you can put us down as definitely bullish about 
ene thing—the solid investment value of owning good 
eommon stocks over the long pull. 

That’s a position we can wholly defend, and at a 
time like this it’s worth taking a look at the record. 

Historically, the trend of stock prices in this country 
has been steadily up. True, there have been some big 
irregularities in that trend line — for instance, the 


all-time peak of 1929 and the depression low of 1932, 


But despite such peaks and valleys, the general prop- 
osition stands: Stock prices may go down and stay 
down for a long time — three years, five years, ten — 
but they have always come back, always moved on te 
higher ground. 

The reeord also shows that many stocks have paid 
liberal dividends averaging 4%, 5%, 6%, year after 
year. 

. 


“But,” you say, “we’re at war now. That changes 
the whole investment picture.” 

We can't agree. 

Let’s assume the worst. Let’s assume that regardless 
of what happens in Korea we're going to be living in 
a wartime economy for many months or years to come. 
Let’s assume, on the basis of the President's speech 
Wednesday, that we will have te deal with priori- 
ties and rationing, price and wage controls, excess 
profits taxes. 


Admittedly, those controls present serious problems 
te industry. 

But what happened to stocks—and to stockholders— 
when we had to do business in that kind of a regu- 
lated economy just a few years ago? 

Some companies were able to adjust themselves te 
the situation better than others, and some stockholders 
eonsequently fared better than others. But on the 
average, the effect on stocks was no* so drastic. Memory 
is always short, and so here it is worth taking a closer 
look at the record — specifically at the average price 


and dividend figures on 200 common stocks as reported — 


by Moody's Investors Servicé. 
Here are the dmnual averages — before, during 
and after the war:

Annual averages can be misleading, and you may 
ask if there weren't severe price declines in some of 
those years that might seriously have hurt a steck- 
holder whe was compelied for one reason or another 
te sell at the lows. | 


Yes, there were some bad drops. Two of them came 
in the war. The sharpest one was in May, 1940, when 
Hitler swept through France and pushed the British 
to the sea at Dunkerque. In that one month, Moody's 
average dropped from $37.29 te $29.16. The second 
decline began in the summer ef 1941 when many 
people thought we would become involved in the war 
and when our relations with Japan were deteriorating 
rapidly. In July, the averages stood at $32.37, and 
they slipped steadily downhill for nine months until 
in April, 1942, they were $23.61 —the low point of 
the war. 

Yes, those wartime declines were serious, but what's 
most significant ie that neither drop was as bad as the 
one we suffered in the 1937-38 depression when the 
world was at peace. In July, 1937, the average was 
$48.41. In March, 1938, it wae $25.35. 


So much for history. 

If it has application to the present, this would seem 
te be the moral: The recent decline in the market 
has been due im part to unreasoning fear. Many stock- 
holders have simply sold their securities without 
attempting a reasoned appraisal of how war might 
really affect them. 

When you see headline after headline reporting 
that the stock market has been hit by another selling 
wave, you begin to get the impression that practically 
everybody is selling. That’s not so. In the four weeks 
since war began in Korea, all of the shares of stock 
that have been sold on the New York Stock Exchange 
still represent only about 2% of all the shares of all 
the stocks listed on the Exchange. 

Mind you, we don’t know if the people who owned 
the other 98% of the stock were right or wrong in just 
standing pat. Perhaps some of them should have sold. 
And perhaps some of them should have bought. 


These are, of course, the key questions of the hour 
for every stockholder — for you. Should you sit tight? 
Should you sell? Should you buy? And what. and 
when? 

These questions are always worth a good deal of 
thought, if you want te minimize the risk that you 
necessarily assume in ewning securities. 


In a period of change and uncertainty it is especially 


importam that you try to find the right answers for . 


you — the answers that will best help you attain your 


investment ob jective, whether that be safety of capital, 


good dividends, o¢ price appreciation.
